1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: The first line of the 
claim does not contain any spaces between the words. Appropriate correction is 
required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bozeman, Jr. 

Bozeman, Jr. discloses a control system and method for prosthetic devices and further 
disclose using logarithmic transformation processing to extract a feature pattern from a 
myoelectric pattern that is a muscle action potential; classifying the extracted feature 
pattern; and generating an output control signal. See Column 3, lines 11-18; and 
Column 7, lines 6-33. 
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Even though Bozeman, Jr. does not explicitly disclose the myoelectric pattern being a 
muscle action potential, it is implicitly disclosed because myoelectric patterns are 
muscle action potentials of the targeted muscles. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Farry 
et al. 

Farry et al disclose a method and apparatus for evolving classifier programs for signal 
processing and control and further disclose using logarithmic transformation processing 
to extract a feature pattern from a myoelectric pattern that is a muscle action potential; 
classifying the extracted feature pattern; and generating an output control signal. See 
Column 26, lines 58-67; Column 27; Column 28, lines 1-3; and Column 30, lines 10-13, 
24 and 28-31. 

Even though Farry et al does not explicitly disclose the myoelectric pattern being a 
muscle action potential, it is implicitly disclosed because myoelectric patterns are 
muscle action potentials of the targeted muscles. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited prior art also discloses myoelectric applications and 
means for logarithmically transforming the acquired data and classifying the extracted 
feature pattern.
